THE MEANING OT CONSTRUCTION 

VETITHIN THE PAST THREE YEARS 

VY the total of expenditures on new construction 
in Canada has amounted approximately to $1,500.- 
000,000—an average weekly disbursement of almost 
$10,000,000. To this extent is the welfare of 
Canadian industry bound up with the programme of 
new construction; for it is not only the workers in the 
building industry, the railway gangs and the road- 
makers who benefit from the spending of these mil¬ 
lions; countless undertakings, great and small all over 
the Dominion, are engaged in producing and fabricat¬ 
ing the materials to be combined in each fresh structure. 
These businesses are subject to heavy''stress, especially 
in the early stages of a general depression; for at 
such a time tha forces checking all business activity 
(more especially, the handicap of "dear money") 
lead upon the construction industries with unusual 
seventy. In general terms it mty be said that to 
date, while the volume of employment in all Cinediaa 
industries taken together has declined from the peak 
by about twelve per cent—allowance being made for 
'Seasonal fluctuation but not for short time—the re¬ 
cession in the construction industries has been about 
twenty-four per cent, or twice as great 

These considerations, according to tha Bank of 
Nova Scotia's monthly review for May, give especial 
point at the present moment to the question: What is 
the outlook for the construction industries in the future ? 
The month of May, wc read further, should, ia any 
case, usher in their period of maximum seasonal 
activity. Bo matter what the general state of trade. 

In Canada, the peak of business in these industries 
appears hot to have been reached until the close of 
1929—or even as late as the first few weeks of 1930. 
While at that time frost had. as usual, closed down 
certaih operations for the winter, the greatest excess 
over "normal" activity was then visible. In a dis¬ 
cussion of the subject long before this peak wai 
reached account had been taken of the rapidly grow¬ 
ing expenditures on new construction since 1924 and, 
as was only natural, a comparison drawn between the 
condition of things m 1926 and the conditions im¬ 
mediately preceding 1913, at the conclusion of the 
last previous boom in construction. 

After a recital of the facts, the thought was then 
expressed in the bank’s review that "during the last five 
yean the construction industries ia Canada have ex¬ 
panded by seventy per cent. Nevertheless, and despite 
all superficial appearances to the contrary, they are 
still by no meant at active as in the pre-war years.” 
Here we get some informative details of construction 
contracts awarded in Canada, before the war, and in 
the post-war years from 1925 to 1930:

Measurement of the shrinkage of business is never 
an exhilarating occupation, the bank's review con¬ 
cludes on this aspect of its discussion, but in this in¬ 
stance there is comfort in the knowledge, first, that 
the con it ruction industries of Canada have been rela¬ 
tively fortunate during this depression; and, secondly, 
that in at least one section of the Dominion, the 
prairie provinces—and that the section most m need 
of stimulus to greater business activity at the present 
tune—signs of revival have been visible for some 
Months past. 

It ia as true to-day at it was six months ago. that 
the. programme of new construction has suffered lest 
shrinkage in this country than in the United States. 

RUSSIA, LARGEST WHEAT GROWER

come the largest wheat grower in the world, 
her nearest rival in that respect being the United States. 
The Russian production exceeded a billion bushels a 
year, with possibilities of expansion much beyond that 
figure.

000,000 bushels, and if that total should be reached. 
Russia will easily have resumed her pre-war supremacy 
aa. a producer of this gram.

Eo long aa abnormal people do not Infringe 
the law, their peculiar behavior leads to nothing 
further than speculation and comment on the 
pert at their friends and acquaintances, but 
when a person who has a kink In the brain in¬ 
jures or Mils someone, tba problem comas up for 
solution by Judge and Jury; How insane must a 
criminal ha at tha time of hla guilty act before 
hla counsel can successfully plead that be Is inno¬ 
cent In tha ayes of God and man? That this 
question has given judges a great deal of trouble 
ta apparent In a new book. "Insanity as a Crim¬ 
inal Defence." by William C. J. Meredith. M A. 
(Wilson and Lafetir. Montreal in this book this 
able young Montreal lawyer has presented a vary 
Interesting theme la a clear and readable style 
which even one unlearned In tbe taw ean under¬ 
stand and enjoy. 

PBOOEESa IN TBEATMENT OP INSANE 

Aa my readers an aware, vary little was dona 
in an Intelligent way to deal with mental defec¬ 
tives and abnormal people generally before tha 
dost of the eighteenth century. In Shakespeare's 
dxy It wax x regular practice to Imprteon a eraay 
man In a dark room, to starve him. and to whip 
him. Nowadays tha treatment has gone to the 
other extreme, and alienists are of the opinion 
that recreation Is of great benefit to those whose 
minds are darkened. According to a pram dis¬ 
patch the other day. roller abating la tha latest 
and moat successful device to Iron out tha kinks 
and creases In wrinkled brains. Now Just aa there 
baa bean a decided progress In the medical treat¬ 
ment of tha Insane, so there baa been a great Im¬ 
provement In the practices of tha taw courts in 
regard to there unfortunates. But. aa Mr. Justice 
Greenshtolda of Quebec lays in the Introduction 
to this book.

THE McNAUGNTON .RULES 

No great progress was made In dealing with 
this difficult question until the formulation of 
what are Called the McNaughton rules, re a result 
of tba celebrated English trial of Daniel Me- 
Naughton m 1(41.

WOULD THE EAEL ESCAPE TO-DAY? 

Although Mr. Meredith does not aay sot I can¬ 
not help thinking that Earl Ferrers was mad. But 
would he escape to-day, if a lawyer conducted bis 
defence end put up tba plea that ha acted from 
Irresistible Impulse. In other words that ha was 
temporarily insane? I do not think eo. The 
strangler, that odious murderer of women, who 
was caught at last by Canadian police, and put to

right and wrong. Tha Judge laid at that trial 
that hundreds of tosanw parsons who had kuisd 
others have been executed, both In England and 
In Canada. "There Is one In every 900 persons in 
meet countries who It Insane In on# way or an¬ 
other." said tha Judge, -and It would never do If 
tba lews ware such that one man out of every too

What a land it 
to, of magic and of charm to the traveler, 
who bee retained some eenee of i m ag in ation, a* he 
recalto the etory of Sphinx and Pyramid*, of 
Pharoaha and Cleopatra, and a land whoee clvlil- 
ration waa already hoary with antiquity when the 
British Empire was quite unknown. 

It would be nothing short of fascination to 
write of the civilisation of Memphis and Thebes, 
of Hellopoli* and of ancient Cairo, most of which 
has now bean covered with the duet of antiquity 
aa the sanda of the desert have obscured the rest* 
in* places of their ancient ruler*, whose magnifi¬ 
cence and aplendor are now revealed.

thinks of Egypt and Its civilisation, now and in 
all ancient time*, one must think of a narrow 
atrip of fertile Und of varying width running 
through a vast desert waste, made habitable only 
by the reason of the flow and the overflow of lie 
mighty river. 

Practically no rata falls upon Egypt, save in iU 
upper and mountainous regions. The Nile to for 


that our readers may get some idea of tha type of 
life pr e s e nted by the people who have either not 
adapted themselves to modern wage or have not 
come in contact with them, and these people are 
chiefly people of the soil. Outside of the few 
commercial centres of Egypt, tha psople live in

Egypt, aa ere all are aware, to a land strangely 
shut in by its natural boundaries There are the 
Mediterranean and the Red Bee to the north and 
east, there to the great Sahara desert to the west, 
leasing but a narrow section to the aoutb. from 
which issues the Nile, as a point of contact with 
the surrounding peoples. Egypt thus become* a 
land of aeml-toolatlon. depending upon travel, 
more,or less difficult, to bring It Into contact 
with the trade, commerce and civilisation of the 
outside world.
